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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


WHAT TO READ. 

Journalism is one of the most modern of all professions, 
yet it has become the greatest power, in the natural order, in 
all the world, unless we except the power of capital, which 
controls and abuses it. The world has had physicians, and 
lawyers, and clergymen, and scientists, for thousands of 
years, but it has had journa!ists less than two hundred years. 
The LONDON COURANT, started in 1702, was the first 
daily paper, and it consisted of a single sheet, printed on one 
side. It contained no editorials, no news stories. It merely 
published, without comment, brief items of local news. The 
first Catholic paper of any consequence was started 105 years 
ago (February 18th, 1822). It was Bishop England’s 
CATHOLIC MISCELLANY, and its character was the same 
as that of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR: it had religious instruc- 
tion as its object. 

Within the brief span of 50 years, the daily had evolved 
from a one man paper, whose principal appeal was his 
skillful editorial comment, to the bulky mass of ‘reading, 
distributed several times a day, the joint product of a dozen 
trained specialists. These big modern dailies were made 
possible by the marvelous improvements in modern printing 
presses, by the invention of the stereotyping process of pre- 
paring and duplitating fotms, and by the formation of great 
news gathering agencies, financed by the thousands of users 
of the service. 

Because there is scarcely any illiteracy today in our 
country, because present day papers contain something for 
everybody, everybody reads them. They are the one piece 
of literature in universal demand., Hence it is safe to de- 
clare that the journalist is more indispensable, in the estima- 
tion of the masses today, than any other person. Few books 
find as many readers in a generation as the message of some 
journalists has day after day. One Chicago daily reaches 
more families than dwell in the great state of Indiana. The 
importance of the journalistic profession, therefore, is as 
incalculable as its responsibility is staggering. 

Not the instructors in our common schools, not the pro- 
fessors in our colleges, and universities, but the editors of our 
daily newspapers, of our influential periodicals, are the great 
educators of the people. Truth and fact are taught in the 
class room, but much error and fiction are broadcast by the 
editor. The seeds of morality and virtue are sown by the 
school teacher, but crime and vice are featured and flaunted 
before the millions by the reporter. Nearly one-half of all 
the money raised by local and state taxation is devoted to the 
work of forming the minds and training the wills of the ris- 
ing generation, under the leadership of hundreds of thousands 
of self-sacrificing men and women, idealists. Our youth is 
under their care five days a week, nine months of the year, 
during a period covering 12 to 16 vears, only to be turned 
over to a few hundred clever men, realists, for the youth's 
cultural unmaking. With a drops of ink they make 
millions think and act against their own best temporal and

interests of society.

In other Latin countries the showing is even poorer 
for the Church. In the new republics of Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia, of Jugo-Slavia, as elsewhere, enemies of Christian- 
ity are in practical control of the press. 


Before the war Germany had 466 Catholic and 3,500 
non-Catholic But according to the statement 
of a German bishop only last year, one non-Catholic daily has 
more readers than all the leading Catholic newspapers. At 
present the Catholic press of Germany is appealing for assis- 
tance in order to keep the best papers alive. Many, of course, 
have had to suspend publication.
